SEED TAKES SLUMP 


Does Not Bring Third of Price it Did 


Year Ago—Acreage Large and 


Yield Very Heavy. 


Prices for timothy seed have taken 


a decided slump during the last year. 
The killing out of the seeding and the 
resultant short crop last year brought 
the price of the seed-up-to $12 and $13 
a hundredi pounds at the end of 
the 


harvest a year ago.. Anticipating 
a 


continuace of the high prices farmers 
increased their acreage and left larger 
quantities of the hay for seed. 
The 


yield has been a very heavy one in 
the principal growing districts, 
and 


the price of timothy seed has dropped 
to $3 and $3.50 a hundredi pounds. 
Some timothy-is raised for 
seed in 


Rock county but not enough to in- 
fluence the. market price. 
The price 


of the hay still continues high. It is 
bringing $20 a ton at retail, or a cent 
a pound. 


The crop of clover hay and 
seed 


was very poor, most of the seeding be- 
ing killed out last winter. 
In Iowa, 


Northern Wisconsin and Michigan the 
crop is reported to have been fair. 
The price of the seed is practically as 
high as'Js',\y'as' last spring, $20 a hund- 
red. 
Local hay'and feed salesmen do 


not anticipate that there will be any 
shortage of hayi in the country.. Gov- 
ernment reports'^state that the 
crop 


average for the; country is about half 
again as large as the average. 
Corn 


fodder and straw.will be plentiful and 
will be'generally used as substitutes 
[or high priced hay by farmers in the 
districts where the crop was light.

WEANING. 


Weaning is looked/ forward to with 


more or less dread on the part of the 
mother—and rightly—for so much de- 
pends on when and how it is done. 


A great deal depends \ on the cir- 


cumstances of the particular case. If 
the child, is healthy, and the mother 
is healthy, weaning should, be deferred 
•until the end of the first year, when 
it may gradually be begun. If 
the 


mother is weak, sickly and anemic,.but 
the child, strong 
and healthy, 
the 


weaning may be commenced as early 
as the sixth to eight month. If on the 
contrary, the mother is strong 
and 


healthy, and the child sickly, the nurs- 
ing should be 
continued until 
the 


health and digestion of the child have

AVihen the infant has become accus- 


tomed to the change the strength of 
the food may be gradually increased. 


When the time arrives to weau the 


ch'ld it should be done gradually as 
mentioned above. It may be done by 
substituting artificial food one meal a 
day, preferably at the noon, hour, for 
the first week. 
In the second week 


two feedings may be substituted; in 
the third.' week three; in the fourth 
week four; and at the end of the fifth, 
week weaning is usually complete. 


Mixed feeding, or a combination of 


nursing and artificial feeding may bo 
resorted to in any case in which: the 
milk-supply of the mother is Insuffi 
cient, or when 
the drain 
upon the 


health, is nndiiely great. 


The mother may be relieved of two 


or more nursings a. day and night nurs- 
ing entirely, and 
the bottle 
substi- 


tuted. In all cases of mixed feeding 
the food should be the same as when 
the child is fed exclusively.

Rev. J. W. Laughlin in Sunday Morn- 


ing Sermon Urged Chut ch Meum- 


bers to Make Church ;Work 


a Life Work. 


The Wo^k of the church as a grciat 


power for gc*?d in the community, a.ad 
the need "for every church Member 
tatting his part in the work of . th«3 
church, were clearly outlined in a\ser,- 
mon at the Sunday morning- serviicea 
at the Presbyterian church yesterd'ay, 
morning by tbe Rev. Dr. J. W. Laugi'.V 
lin, who spc'ko on the topic, 
"The I 


Church an Investment.'' 
The 
text 


of his discourse, was taken from the 
last three verses of the tenth chapter 
of Paul's first epistle to the Corin- 
thians, and especiaA attention 
was 


directed by the pastor to the 
last 


verse: "Even as I also p.lease all men 
in all things, not seeking mine own 
profit, but the profit of 
many, that 


they may be saved." 
"There are very few chap ters," said 


Dr. Laughlin, "which have' A clearer 
twentieth century ring than tbJs chap- 
ter. It strikes the note that is being 
sounded by our modern writer*', the 
social note, of co-operation and 
of 


community interests. There is also a 
suggestion as to Christian liberty,—I 
what a man may do and what he may- 
not do. 
"The question of personal liberty is 


one that bothers a great many people. 
There arc many things that are law- 
ful, but not expedient. 
I think the 


question of Christian liberty can be 
easily determined if brought 
before 


the same tribunal as Paul brought it— 
the tribunal of community interests. 
It may be all right for me to play 
cards, and it may be all right, for me 
to take a drink. 
I: may be strong 


enough not to carry them to excess, 
biK if by doing so I set the example 
for someone who is not able to with- 
Btand temptation as well as I, it is 
wrong. It may bo all right to remain 
home on Sunday, but when I remem- 
ber the community interests, I am not 
at liberty to remain at home. 
It is 


not difficult to solve the 
problems 


when one brings thorn to that tribunal. 


"I want to speak today of the church 


and speak plainly, and without pre- 
judice. The people are coming to be- 
lieve in the. church:.as the conservator 
of those ^principles , which are neces- 
sary to community';' "life. It is the 
thing tbaticqncerns ihe principles up- 
on whichT.-rwe base ooir civilization. 


Rev. Langhlin spoke ot the work of 


the local Presbyterian church and of 
the fiftieth reunion held by the church 
and continuing 
his : sermon 
said: 
"Take the history of: this church, for 
the past fifty years. What a history 
it is. For one-half'a century this 
church has stood as a iMonurrte'nt 'to 
the goodneate of God—-to the people 
who want to serve God:.

In talking of the investment o£ yatir 
life in this church I do not moan to 
come occasionally, but to invest your 
influence here as you give your per-' 
sonality to other things, the same as 
you do to business matters.

FASTING AND OBESITY.

An ab- 
solute fast of more than five 
days is seldom advisable with- 
out competent supervision.

As already ex- 
plained, while fasting judicious- 
ly ls\ beneficial under some clr- 
cumsfeinces, it is often perma- 
nently harmful. It is less likely 
to be so when one is' over 
weight; than In cases of under 
weight. Fasting can no more be 
applied 
Indiscriminately as a 


cure-all, not even for obesity, 
than can any 
other 
remedy. 


Obesity Is a disease, and a sim- 
ple diet, with proper exercise 
and 
natural living otherwise,
